What is the statute of limitations on a 


malpractice suit against a doctor or a 
hospital? 


The statute of limitation is two years 


for such a suit. However, in some cases 
the purported malpractice 
damage 


may not be immediately noticed. 
Therefore, the two year time limit 
begins at the time the discovery is 
made, unless the patient has been 
negligent in discovering the problem. 


As an example, if a patient has a 


large lump under the skin following 
surgery and does nothing about it until 
after the two year period, he has likely 
lost his right to file suit. But, if an in- 
ternal problem is not noticeable until 
after that period, then the two-year 
period begins 
when 
the 
problem 


manifests itself. 


Recently, I moved from out ol town to 


Corsicana, and I didn't get a depart- 
ment store charge account statement 
for two months. When I finally did 
receive It there was a penalty charge 
for non-payment. Since I sent those 
cards the post office gives you for 
change of address, I don't think I should 
pay the penalty. Do I have to? 


If you informed the company of your 


new address within 10 days before the 
end of their billing period, you are not 
required to pay the penalty, according 
to the Fair Credit Billing Act. A 
spokesman for the Federal Reserve 
system indicates that if you informed 
the company of the new address and 
they still didn't change it, that falls 
under the category of "billing error" 
and you owe them only the balance or 
minimum payment.

Organ donation depends on a large 


number of variables, according to local 
hospital administrators, and only a few 
organs 
are 
suitable 
for 
routine 


donation. 


Memorial Hospital is equipped to 


accept the donation of eyes upon a 
donor's death, Administrators Gene 
Barren and Dale Johnson explained, 
but donation of other organs would 
require special equipment and medical 
personnel be brought in from Dallas. 


Practically speaking, the eyes and 


the kidneys are the only organs 
routinely transplanted and thus the 
only organs 
normally 
sought 
for 


donation. But, Barron explained, there 
are "a very limited number" of ac- 
ceptable donors for kidneys because the 
donor must be matched exactly with 
the recipient. 


Barron indicated that an opinion 


from an opthalmogist would be needed 
to, say whether or not your eyes would 
be acceptable for transplant.

"It is certainly 
not a policy of the district to do so." 


Such trips to the bathroom at times 


not scheduled penalize that student 
because he or she misses the material 
being presented, and teachers en- 
courage students to make use of the 
times provided.

"We want 
to come up with some ideas and 
let citizens have input," Mayor 
H.R. Stroube Jr. said after the 
meeting. 


Commissioners

months ago had expressed a 
wish to hear from residents just 
what they'd like in a bond 
program. Commissioner Wayne 
Morris said

What little comment there

Ballenger did say he thought the 
city could finance $2 million in 
general obligation bonds for 
about seven cents in taxes and 
that he thought $1 million in 
revenue bonds was about the 
city's limit. Revenue bonds 
could be used for water system 
improvements. 


Ballenger 
also 
suggested 


paying $235,000 in bonded in- 
debtedness off now to save the 
city $27,232 in interest plus 
whatever discount the action 


might bring. It would lighten 
the indebtedness picture if new 
bond 
payoffs 
are 
added. 


Commissioners 
seemed 
to 


agree. 


VERY LITTLE DISCUSSION 


accompanied the introduction 
of each subject. 


Commissioner Gene Johnson 


said he felt street projects are 
"number one in everybody's 
mind." Commissioners agreed 
that these projects should in- 
clude repair of older streets and 
paving unimproved ones. 


Few specific ideas were cited. 


Those 
mentioned 
were

of widening 24th 


from 7th Ave. to 2nd Ave. and 
improving sections of South 15th 
Street and of Mockingbird. 


Ballenger said he would work 


up a list of possible street 
projects for presentation at the 
next meeting before the com- 
mission sets the date for a 
public hearing. 


Norris said he'd been ap-

Commissioners discussed the 
fact that it would be difficult for 
the city to estimate at present 
how much the city's share of the 
Corps of Engineers flood control 
plan will be. 


Ballenger said that storm 


drainage itself is costing $60 a 
running foot. "It's going to be so 
expensive that we may not can 
sell it in the package," he said.

Chapman 
persisted.

City commissioners Tuesday 


authorized — by their silence — 
continuing with work on a South 
4th Street railroad underpass 
after a handful of Coi-sicanans 
protested the location. 


The 
city 
officials 
who 


responded to the complaints 
agreed that South 4th isn't the 
best location, but said it is one 
where the city can 
get the 


underpass built quickly and at a 
minimum of cost. And they 
added that an underpass or 
overpass farther to the west 
may be on the next bond issue. 


The 
commissioners 


authorized 
the 
underpass 


several months ago. A $12,000 
engineering contract has been 
let, and City Manager Dick 
Ballenger said he hopes for 
completion of the project early 
this summer if everything goes 
smoothly. 


The city nevertheless held a 


public hearing on it Tuesday, 
Commissioner Gene Johnson 
saying he was "the one who 
brought it up again to see if it is 
feasible." 


THAT 
BROUGHT 
FIVE 


SPEAKERS, three who ob- 
jected because they felt better 
locations were available and 
two who didn't want the un- 
derpass in their neighborhood. 


Businessman 
Dean Milkes 


said the 4th Street location was 
"nice, but it wouldn't do us 
much good" in getting em- 
ployes to and from the southeast 
of town. He said "the majority 
of business people" agreed with 
him. 


He said he realized "a lot of 


money" could be saved by the 
4th Street location, but that 
"most things you get for nothing 
probably are not worth more." 


Construction costs of various 


possible 
locations were in- 


troduced throughout the debate. 


Ballenger said the 4th Street 


project — which goes under one 
track — could be built for 
$200,000. Choosing a location 
with two tracks would be five or 


six times more costly and one 
with three tracks would be six to 
eight times more expensive. 


Most cost figures cited in the 


meeting for a different location 
ranged from $1.3 million to $1.6 
million. 


MILKES SAID HE thought 


the town could justify a bond 
issue to build an underpass 
elsewhere. 


He said he knew a different 


location would cost more, "but 
anything worth having is worth 
working for and fighting for." 


He also told the commission 


he would be willing to fund the 
cost of an election to see how 
residents 
affected 
by 
the 


location of the underpass feel 
about the project. 


He said such an overpass 


didn't have to be on Highway 75, 
that one could go under the 
tracks of 12th near Oil City Iron 
Works. 


Milkes also said he thought 


building one at South 4th would 
harm the chances of any other 
location which might be in- 
cluded in a bond election. 


Another 
businessman, 


Hartley Young, chairman of the 
Planning and 
Zoning Com- 


mission, 
said 
he 
endorsed 


Milkes' remarks, concluding 
that South 4th "won't be the best 
long-range solution." 


AUGUST WENDORF ALSO 


criticized 
the 
location 
and 


supported a bond vote on a 
better location. He cited several 
locations, especially one in the 
area of 12th Street and 12th 
Avenue. 


The 
two 
neighborhood 


residents who complained were 
Doris Lawson, 801 East 7th 
Ave., and Marguerite Ander- 
son, 716 East 7th. 


Mrs. Lawson said she was 


representing her mother who 
lived 
near 
the 
proposed 


location. She said the city 
"can't relocate all the people 
affected" and that the un- 
derpass 
would 
make 
"a 


crowded and ugly scene to live 
by," . 


Mrs. Anderson said she was 


"bitterly against the overpass," 
saying she felt it would devalue 
surrounding property. 


Several of the commissioners 


seemed 
startled 
by 
the 


criticism, noting that they had 
had no criticisms when the 
project 
was 
authorized. 


"I've never heard a complaint 
until 
today." 
Commissioner 


Ralston Gober said. 


"HAVE 
YOU 
HEARD 


ANYBODY in favor," Miles 
countered. "On the streets you 
hear plenty against it." 


Ballenger did most of the 


responding for the city. He said 
he knew South 4th wasn't the 
ideal location (he said Main 
Street was ideal), but that it 
was the best and cheapest for 
the present. 


He said the city owned the 


right of way at South 4th. The 
railroad has agreed to the 
project, but approval of a new 
site could take up to a year. The 
location facilitates drainage, 
which some other locations do 
not do. And the cost of the 
project is comparatively cheap 
since only one track is involved 
and since federal and state 
specifications are not involved, 
as they would be on Highway 75. 


He said he hoped the city 


could build this one now and put 
one farther to the west in the 
next bond issue. Mayor H. R. 
Stroube Jr. also said that the 
commission 
is 
planning to 


consider another overpass in 
the bond program. 


After the five objected to the 


location, Gober suggested that 
commissioners table the matter 
and stop work on the project 
until the next meeting and "get 
more comment." 


No 
one 
supported 
that 


suggestion, 
and 
Stroube 


ultimately said, "If there's no 
further action, we'll pass along 
to the next consideration." 


Stroube 
said 
after 
the 


meeting that he interpreted the 
commission's lack of action as 
an indication to the city staff to 
continue with the South 4th 
project. 


Douglas favors judicial amendments

The public is entitled to as good a judiciary 


as possible, says District Judge Kenneth 
Douglas explaining his backing of proposed 
amendment No. 7 on the ballot in the Nov. 8 
constitutional amendment election. 


Douglas is back on the job full-time this 


week following his two-week hospital stay. 


Douglas said he is felling fine and had 


recovered well from surgery. The judge 
worked part-time last week after being 
released from the hospital one week ago. 


The amendment would put more teeth into 


the functions of the Judicial Qualifications 
Commission as well as change the com- 
mission's name to the State Commission on 
Judicial Conduct. The amendment would also 
add two members to the commission. 


DOUGLAS SAYS THAT presently 
the 


Judicial Qualifications Commission is not 
very effective. He explains that the amend- 
ment would give the commission 
the 


authority to immediately suspend a judge 
who is charged or indicted for a crime pen- 
ding disposition of the charges. 


"There was a judge in South Texas," 


Douglas says, "who was removed from office 
by the Supreme Court. He then went back 
home and was reelected." 


The proposal would give the commission 


and the state supreme court the authority to 
bar a judge, once removed from office and 
found guilty, from ever serving as a Judge 
again, Douglas says. 


Douglas says that before a judge could be 


barred from serving again, he would have a 
hearing before the commission and then the 
State Supreme Court would institute the ban. 


THE OTHER PROVISION, adding of new 


members 
was 
included, 
according 
to 


Douglas, because of the close to 900 justices of 
the peace in the state who are governed by the 
commission, but who, up to now, have not had 
representation 
on the commission. 
The 


amendment would add one justice of the 
peace, appointed by the State Supreme Court 
from recommendations of the Justice of the 
peace and constables association of Texas. 


The one new citizen member was added to 


keep the balance even between judges and 
layman, Douglas says. 


In the case of State Supreme Court justice 


being removed from office the proposed 
amendment would allow justices of the Court 
of Civil Appeals to .determine the case instead 
of the supreme court. Douglas says this 
provision was included in order to avoid a 
conflict of interest. 


"I think it's a good amendment," Douglas 


says. "The public is entitled to as good a 
judiciary as possible. If a judge doesn't 
measure up to par, he should be removed." 


ON PROPOSITION ONE, the expansion of 


the Court of Criminal Appeals from five 
judges to nine, Douglas says the move would 
add greatly to the efficiency of the court. 


Now the entire criminal appeals court must 


hear each case before it. Under the proposed 
amendment, the larger court would be 
allowed to sit in panels of three to hear case. 


Douglas calls it "ridiculous now that it 


takes a year for a criminal appeal to be 
heard." 


He adds that since our judicial system 


guarantees a speedy trial, the expansion is 
necessary to ease the case load of the court.

Proposition Two in Tuesday's 


constitutional 
amendment 


election will give veterans and 
their spouses a chance during 
these hard times, says Clint 
Bell, Commander of Post 3366 of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars. 


The 
proposed 
amendment 


would add $200 million in bonds 
to the Veterans Land Program 
and allow unmarried spouses of 
a veteran who died in the line of 
duty to be eligible to participate 
in the program. 


"We feel it (the proposition) 


should go," Bell says. "All us 
veterans are backing it 100 per 


cent." 


He adds, "I think it will open a 


lot of gates. You know I'm a 
veteran of World War Two. I 
never 
used 
the 
veterans' 


program, I've never borrowed 
anything, but I think this will 
give people a chance who never 
have been eligible. Especially 
in these times." 


If the amendment is approved 


the Veterans Land Board would 
be authorized to issue and sell 
an additional $200 million in 
bonds 
or 
obligations, 
the 


proceeds from which would be 
deposited in the Veterans' Land 
Fund. Surviving spouses of 
veterans who died in the line of 


duty would be eligible for the 
first time provided the deceased 
veteran meets the 
existing 


requirements 
and 
was 
a 


resident of Texas. 


Opponents to the proposal say 


the federal government already 
provides generous benefits to 
veterans, and compensation for 
veterans is a federal rather 
than a state responsibility. 


Proponents of the plan believe 


that in order for the program to 
continue and to include those 
veterans who applied for loans, 
but for whom no funds were 
available, 
the 
amendment 


should be approved. 


Surviving spouses, supporters 


say, certainly should be given 


the same privilege of acquiring 
land for themselves and their 
families.

Corvairs, those ill-fated cars 


of 
the 
1960s produced 
by 


Chevrolet 
and 
proclaimed 


unsafe by Ralph Nader, are still 
popular among car buffs, and 
Bobby Compton is no exception. 


Compton, who lives west of 


Corsicana on Hwy. 31, has eight 
of the rear-engined automobiles 
in various stages of restoration 
and deterioration. 


"They're tough, dependable 


little cars, and I like to drive 
them," Compton said as he 
looked over his collection. 


Compton is a 
professional 


driver, driving a truck for 
Chattanooga 
Glass, 
and he 


drives a 1964 red, two-door 
Corvair to and from work. 


Compton says although Nader 


was partly responsible for the 
demise of the Corvair, the in- 
troduction of the small and 
sporty Ford Mustangs and 
Chevrolet Camaros was the real 
cause 
for 
the 
decline 
in 


popularity of the car. 


THE LATER MODELS are 


better cars than what they're 
making today," says Compton, 
who doubts if they will ever be 
produced again because of the 
extra cost involved in the 
production of the rear-engined 
vehicles. 


He explained that the motors 


had to be put in place from 
under 
the 
car 
instead 
of 


dropping the engine into place 
on the assembly line. 


Compton belongs to the North 


Texas Corvair Club which will 
host a convention for Corvair 
owners in Dallas in April. 


He said Corvair owners form 


"one of the largest car clubs in 
the United States" and that the 
Dallas based club alone has 
over 100 members. 


Compton says that Corvairs 


were made in two and four-door 
models, station wagons, con- 
vertibles and pick-ups. 


HIS PRIDE AND JOY is a 


1965 convertible which is in the 
process 
of 
being 
restored. 


Originally a 
Monza 
model, 


Compton is converting it to a 
Corsa model which has dif- 
ferent trim and 
instrument 


panel, and features a larger 
motor. 


"You can still get a few 


Corvair 
parts 
through 


Chevrolet," 
says 
Compton, 


"some people 
specialize in 


Corvair parts, and some parts 
are being reproduced." 


Compton says he has had 


several people to stop and buy 
parts from him after seeing the 
Corvairs 
parked beside his 


house. 


"I've sold a few parts, but 


generally I don't like to," he 
says. "You never know when 
you're going to need a part." 


COMPTON'S COLLECTION 


includes three 1964 models, four 
1965 models and one 1966 model. 
He explains that the Corvair 
was first introduced in the 1960 
model 
year, 
and

discontinued in the 1969 model 
year. 


Compton said he first owned

He said multi- 
family use was "the most 
logical use" for the property 
and that multi-family zoning 
would bring a better price for 
the property, an increase of 
"several thousand dollars an 
acre" for the 5.25-acre tract 
which the congregation could 
apply on the new building. 


He said he thought multi- 


family was conducive to the 
natural growth of the area and 
pointed out a number of non- 
residentially-zoned 
locations 


nearby. 


French said the congregation

The traditional description of foundry work has been "hot, hard and 


dirty". The men at Oil City Iron Works would probably not argue with 
definition, but they don't seem to mind. According to management, if a 
worker stays in the business for six months, he will probably stay a 
lifetime. 


Oil City Iron Works has been in existence since 1886. It employs just 


under 300 men who produce a precision castings for the oil field industry, 
the heavy equipment industries and other industries. 


Foundry work is not an everyday nine to five job. The work becomes 


part of the men's lives, not just some place to spend forty hours a week. 


The work is still hot and hard, but the dirty aspect of it is disappearing 


with the recent installation of an air filtration system that has sub- 
stantially reduced the amount of soot in the air. 


Making iron castings is a creative process and the men know that. They 


are taking raw materials and creating a finished product. It takes 
teamwork. The men say that everybody gets along with each other to an 
unusual degree. They have to work together or somebody would get hurt. 
The work is rewarding and the men's pride in their product is visible.
